and the most dexterous iiinmpnlatiou of tho 
tip with other dolicato tools, gave tho re- 
quired soft, sweot and pure quality of touo 
for which tha Estoy orgnu is celebrated. 


Now this tuning and "voicing'' tho instru- 


ment is a process than which none in the 
whole manufacture is moro important, as is 
self-apparent; ami to tho credit of their 
employers bo it waid, tho women, who do 
this delicate work aro paid exactly thosamo 
salaries wbiob are paid to mon who do tho 
same work. Tho tuning, in particular, is 
now nearly monopolized by women, and is 
it not a significant fact that this work, on 
which tho reputation of their organs so 
largely depends, should bo entrusted to 
women by this firm, who aro shrewd, koou- 
sightod business men and who would not 
take this stop, unless because thoy consid- 
ered the senses of touch nnd hearing to bo 
moro acute and sensitive in women than in 
men!

Tbo refusal of tho Town Council of Cork 


to tender tho hospitalities of that city to the 
distinguished American ex-President is ex- 
citing moro feeling, both in Ireland and 
America, than so trivial an event deserves. 
Tho effect in Ireland has been to increase 
and intensify tho demonstrations of welcome 
in tho Irish towns through which General 
Grant has since passed, as if Irishmen felt 
it incumbent upon thorn to vindicate their 
character for generous hospitality.

judgo of tho effect in this country only by 
tho letters addressed to us by citizens of 
Irish birth, not knowing whether these let- 
ters express merely tho individual senti- 
ments of tho writers or whether they may 
bo entitled to a representative character. 
The action at Cork wag so singular, it de- 
viates so widely from tho treatment which 
has been bestowed upon General Grant in 
tho many Catholic countries and cities in nil 
parts of Europe which ho has visited, that 
it is difficult to boliovo that tho excep- 
tional proceeding of tho Town Council of 
Cork was self-prompted

to General Grant, without any thought that 
Oatholios who participated in thoso com 
plitnontary displays compromised their re- 
ligion. 
General Grant's visit to tho Cath- 


olio sity of Dublin was no exception to tho 
general heartiness nuil onlhusiasui. 
But, 


all of a sudden, to tho astonishment of nil 
tho world, up starts Iho Town Council of 
Cork with a donuncintion of General Grunt 
as n bigoted enemy of tho Catholio faith. 
Cork is n small nnd obscure town, nnd it 
nooms odd enough that it was reserved to 
this potty city lo diseovor what hurl escaped 
tho knowledge of all Europe during tho long 
poriod whilo General Grant has boon so con- 
spionoiui ft rooipiont of unwontod honors 
and hospitalities.
